With the first plank in its programme the 
rélease of imprisoned trade unionists, a secret 
representative body of trade unionists has 
been set up to overthrow Hitler, according to 
Mr, J. C. Little, of Newcastle, the President 
at the annual conference of the Nation 
Committee of the Amalgamated- Engineering 
Union at Morecambe baponiags : 

This union, which is one of the key orga- 
nisations in the manufacture of munitions, 
motor vehicles and aeroplanes, has, he added, 
taken an active part-in the relief of distress 
in “this terrible business on the Continent. 
He would not mention, he said, the locality 
of the German anti-Hitler group. 

“ A rather serious development has taken 
place during the last twelve months,” he con- 
tinued—‘‘ the persistence of the parrot cry of 
a shortage of skilled labour. Ministry of 
Labour returns show that there are nearly 
100,000 unemployed engineering workers, and 
there are still thousands of our own members 
who ean find no work, although they are 
skilled men. 

“What, is the motive behind this stunt? 
It appears to me thai there is a volume of 
labour which the employers of the Govern- 
ment desire to ie incorporated in the engi- 
neering shops. They have been called trainers. 
So long as we have unemployed men who 
have the right to the trade in the industry 
we are not going willingly to allow trainers 
to be brought in. '

“In this wonderful British Empire, or, if 
you prefer, Commonwealth of Nations—al- 
though this latter term cannot be correct 
until there is equality of status for all— 
there are six out of seven people who are 
coloured, and in this category over sixty 
million Africans, or persons of African 
descent, and yet we have not one single re- 
presentative in the councils of Empire. 

“In our modern day we know that no 
parents can ever hope to bind a child to 
them for ever. The bonds which bind the 
colonies to the mother country are now be 
coming so loose that she is yielding to the 
impulse of fear, and passing sedition and 
other bille which are calculated to restrict 
the liberties of her peoples in these Colonies. 


ot May-Pesuggest that she is going the 


right way, to make these bonds still looser, 
and to produce the very results which she 
now dreads? | 

“If the government of our people 1s just 
and liberal, and we are, indeed, acting as 
trustees of weaker peoples, then there is 
nothing whatever to fear. There may be 
disturbances, but these, like growing paina, 
can readily be treated... ... 

“The mother country must cease to look 
upon us as ‘subject races’ and as ‘colonies 
for the purpose of exploitation.’ 

“I would have the mother country look 
upon us as ‘children,’ children who have 

own up and are growing up. and now 
emand that demonstration of affection and 
loyalty from the mother country which the 
mother country expects from them; ‘for 
loyalty is a two-way road. i

Sir Anthony Doughty Tichborne’s 
engagement to Miss Antonia Snagge re- 
calis one of the most notable law suits in 
history and the existence of one of the 
most amazing pretenders in the world. 
That case must have cost the Tichborne 
family a fortune; but this could not have 
been avoided, as the necessity of defend- 
ing his title and inheritance was forced 
upon the eleventh Baronet, Sir Alfred 
Joseph Tichborne, and the result was 
what is now known as the Tichborne case.

Charles Tichborne, the then heir to the 
estate of his father, went off to sail the 
seas one fine day and never returned.

On the death of his 
father, the second son (Sir Alfred Joseph) 
succeeded. Years afterwards an individual 
arrived from Australia who claimed to be 
the missing heir. The famous case then 
began, which ended in the non-suiting of 
the pretender, and, I believe, his subse- 
quent prosecution. 

The present Baronet, who came of age 
last year, is the fourteenth to hold the 
title. His mother is the daughter of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Fulke Greville. a 
relative of the Earl of Warwick. Colonel

Al Garden Pest 


Some time ago, writes a correspondent, 
I came into possession of a garden which 
was fairly well stocked with shrubs and 
fruit trees, but had been neglected for 
about a year. It seemed easy enough to 
keep in order until quite recently, when 
various unsuspected growths hegan to 
appear. Chief among these was one plant 
which grew with the most alarming 
rapidity, a species of convolvulus or bind- 
weed. In the course of a few weeks this 
persistent climber spread its tendrils over 
walls and trees and rose-bushes, until it 
bid fair to strangle every other growth in 
the garden. Its last exploit, before it was 
cut down and destroyed, was to ascend 
almost to the top of a wireless aerial. 
The conyolvulus does not actually live as 
a parasite on other plants, but it turns 
round trees from left to right and 
eventually chokes them. It seems to be 
capable of making a complete revolution 
round a supporting stem in a few hours. 
As the sap dries in the ascending stalk 
the latter contracts and becomes woody, 
twining itself with a vice-like grip round 
its support. Indeed, after observing the 
tangle created by bindweed in the ordinary 
garden, it is easy to understand how the

‘* The Last Days of Pompeii ”’ 


To take the most outstanding film first, 
I can strongly recommend “ The Last 
Days of Pompeii’’ for those in search of 
spectacle and excitement. For the last 
five weeks the Grand Central picture-house 
has been presenting films of the spectacular 
type, but this 
seen since “ Ben Hur.” It held me spell. 
bound from first to last. Only Hollywood 
‘vould have undertaken such a production, 
demanding such lavish settings; and when 
you consider that the wigs alone cost some 
£2,000, it is rather staggering to imagine 
what the total cost of the picture must 
have been. The eruption of Vesuvius was 
astoundingly realistic, and to see molten 
rock teeming from the heavens, horses and 
men gone mad with terror, vast buildings 
collapsing on top of the fleeing crowds was 
all very impressive. Indeed, when I 
looked round the house during this 
particular scene, many of the  spec- 
tators were intently sitting forward 
in their seats. Forty-six years separated 
the Crucifixion from the destruction of 
Pompeii, but yet the man. around whom 
the film is written, seems to have aged 
not more than a few years in the mean- 
time. This licence, the producers explain 
in a synopsis, was taken with a purpose: 
that the dramatic power of the story 
might not be weakened by having to 
introduce another leading character, The 
picture impressed me thoroughly, and if 
you were ever thrilled by the tales of 
ancient Rome or awed by the annihilation 


of Pompeii the film should not be missed. 


Warwick Deeping 


For readers of Warwick Deeping I com- 
mend “Two Black Sheep” at the 
Stephen’s Green Cinema, although for the 


average filmgoer, in these days of wise 
guys and suchlike, it may prove too gentle 
and quiet. It is a film which, on this 
account, will not achieve great popularity, 
I think; but it has kept closely to the 
book, and the spirit of Deeping is there 
all the time. He is an author who knows 
and understands human  0beings’ well 
enough to write of them as they really

A Tradition Killed 


It was with definite foreboding that I 
went to see ‘‘ Shipmates For Ever ’’ at the 
Savoy, and, having previously known Dick 
Powell and Ruby Keeler only as sponsors 
of fantastic ' musicals,’’ that was only to 
have been expected. To date, this is the 
first film I have seen by these two that 
was not one long croon, tap and blare 
from beginning to end. They have killed 
that tradition. Their other association was 
blondes, ‘‘ dizzy blondes, in their 
thousands, photographed from every con- 
ceivable angle, dancing interminably, 
dancing the pitiful spectator into almost 
blinded and deafened distraction. These, 
on the whole, have also disappeared.

The boys proved the best of 
company, and, although surprise may 
have carried some weight, I enjoyed the 
picture enough to sit through most of it 
a second time. Powell, playing the part 
of the “ crooner gone Navy, ” as his col- 
leagues describe him, joins up to show 
that he could keep up the family tra- 
dition if he chose. Miss Keeler, for the 
occasion, is the niece of an admiral who 
conveniently loses his job and gives her 
an opportunity to join a dance band. 
Here she has an opening for her particu- 
lar forte, and we get an exhibition of her 
dancing, and of the shapely, heavily in- 
sured limbs that (by general acclaim) have 
done much to bring her such popularity. 
Incredulous. as it may sound, the 
synopsis informs us that in one “ tap” 
number she strikes the floor fourteen 
times per second!. The film is hardly 
notable, but it has plenty of variety, and 
proves quite pleasant entertainment.

THE SENATE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


- SIgR—When the bill for abolishing the 
Senate was first introduced I was acting as 
leader of the Opposition in the absence of Mr 
Cosgrave, and I asked the Government to 
withdraw it and, instead, to set up a com- 
iniitee of both Houses to make suggestions, 
as a resolution of the Senate had already pro- 
posed. Mr. de Valera replied that if a body 
were created for devising a new Second 
Chamber it should consist in part of persons 
from outside the Oireachtas, and should be 
free from the pressure of vested interests, 

In view of his frequently expressed 
‘‘ hankering ” for a Second Chamber of some 
kind, it has therefore always seemed FAN 
that something on these lines would be done 
on“e the Senate was gone. 

In last Thursday's debate I pressed Mr. de 
Valera to set up such a body, and later in 
the evening Mr. Dillon and Dr. Rowlette 
asked him to do so, though Mr. Dillon also 
urged that the Senate should meanwhile be left 
in existence. 

In these circumstances, the Presidents 
undertaking to recommend the Executive 
Council to set up a Second Chamber Com- 
mission can hardly be regarded as a totally 
new, proposal, as a piece of impulsiveness or 
of trickery, or as moss unfair to the Opposi- 
tion. Many of his followers and allies will 
dislike it, and such attacks on it as that con- 
tained in your leading article of yesterday 

may easily cause it to be withdrawn or the 
consent of the Executive Council to be with- 
held. In that case we must expect single- 
chamber government for many years to come.

1 :O8D LONDONDERRY to-day gave an 
emphatic denial to the suggestion 
that the house party at Mountstewart, 
County Down, at which Herr Von 
Ribbentrop, Herr “Hitler's Ambassador- 
at-Large, is one of the guests, is being 
made the vehicle of important discussions 
on international affairs, and that there 
have been discussions on a mutual 
assistance plan between Great Britain and 
Germany. ‘‘I am very indignant,’’ he 
said, “ at the way the Press, or rather a 
section of it, has treated this purely 
private visit of the German Ambassador 
and the Chief of the Staff of the Air 
Force. It is coming to a pretty pitch 
when I cannot bring my own friends to 
spend a holiday with me without sug- 
gestions being made that the visits are 
of political significance. All suggestions 
of political significance in connection with 
this visit are absolutely and entirely 
wrong. It is most emphatically a private 
visit. I am a close friend of Herr Von 
Ribbentrop, and there is no public matter 
in connection with his visit.”’ 

Lord Londonderry added that when he 
was in Germany some months ago, he 
asked Herr Yon Ribbentrop if he would 
be his guest at Mountstewart at Whitsun- 
tide, and he replied that he would be 
delighted if it could be arranged. ‘‘ We 
are having a game of golf to-day, and he 
will probably go to London to-morrow.” 
Several London newspapers have been 
attributing various reasons for the visit. 
One paper alleged that Herr Von Ribben- 
trop had brought over a series of pro- 
aos which Lord Londonderry hoped his 
riends in the Cabinet would force the 
British Government to accept. The 
paper asserted that the chief proposal was 
a pact of mutual assistance between 
Britain and Germany whereby Germany

The Next Step 


Widespread interest has been aroused 
in diplomatic circles by the latest move 
that has been made by the representative 
of the Argentine Republic at Geneva. He 
has taken iníormal soundings among the 
League Powers—particularly in London 
and in Paris—and has decided to call for 
an emergency meeting oí the Assembly as 
soon as it can be convened. Normally the 
Assembly would not meet until next 
September; but any member-State is 
entitled to have it summoned at five days’ 
notice in an emergency, and it is expected 
that the Argentinian delegate will make 
his formal request in writing to the 
Secretary-General to-day. The purpose of 


definite ruling on the future policy of the 
League in regard to Abyssinia. Last 
October the Assembly of the League, 
which had been dealing with the matter, 
having solemnly denounced Italy as an 
aggressor within the meaning of the 
Covenant, adjourned more or less 
indefinitely, leaving the conduct of the 
Italo-Abyssinian dispute in the hands of 
the Council. The Council appointed the 
famous Committee of Thirteen, which 
consisted of itself, minus the representa- 
tive of Italy, and this body, working 
through a so-called Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee and the Committee of Eighteen, 
proceeded to apply sanctions against the 
Italians. This unwieldy machinery was 
bad enough in itself; but when the French 
and other nations began to throw spanners 
into it, in the shape of delaying resolu- 
tions of every conceivable kind, it soon 
became unworkable, and the whole busi- 
ness of sanctions degenerated into a sorry 
farce. Nobody had the courage to apply 
the only sanction that might have pre- 
vented Italy from the achievement of her 
military aims in Abyssinia—namely, an 
embargo on the export of oil supplies. 
The several committees met and adjourned 
in wearisome fashion, while Marshal 
Badoglio was bombing and gassing the 
unhappy Abyssinians; but nothing was 
done to interfere unduly with Signor 
Mussolini’s sinister plans. The ‘“ war 
was pursued to its inevitable conclusion. 
In order to reach Addis Ababa before the 
heavy rains Marshal Badoglio intensified 
his.use of mustard gas until finally the 
»Emperor was forced to leave his country 
and al] resistance to the Italian advance 
collapsed. . 

Since the departure of Haile Selassie 
and the formal annexation of Abyssinia 
to the Italian Crown there has been no 
official change in the policy of the League 
towards the dispute. Those sanctions 
that were applied in the first instance 
have been maintained, and, although they 
failed in their primary purpose, they have 
been causing a certain amount of very 
definite inconvenience to the Italians, who 
cannot raise a pennyworth of credit 
abroad, and whose foreign trade has 
suffered severely. The Argentine Republic 
was among the nations that agreed to 
sanctions in principle, but, in fact, it 
never has imposed them, and now, 
apparently, it is anxious to find out 
precisely how matters stand. Italy has 
broken so many treaties and agreements 
that one more or less does not make very 
much difference; but she happens to be 
a party to the South American pacts of 
hon-aggression, by virtue of which the 
Argentine, with a number of © other 
nations, has undertaken not to recognise 
the acquisition of territory by conquest. 
Manifestly, therefore, unless the Argentine 
decides. to follow Italy’s example and 
ignore its pledged “word, it cannot 
the accomplished fact in 
Abyssinia.

“ swollen head.” He is posturing as the 
modern reincarnation of Julius Cesar, 
and has been impressed so strongly by his 
generals’ “ victories’’ over the bare-footed 
Abyssinians that he is quite prepared to 
take on half Europe in defence of his 
loot. Obviously, none of the League Powers 
can recognise the Italians’ right of con- 
quest in Abyssinia. If the original attack 
was a crime, its results also are criminal ; 
and, if the League has any self-respect 
left, it will proclaim this fact to the 
world. Already there is evidence that 
Signor Mussolini, for all his vain-glory 
and bluster, is beginning to realise that 
even Italy cannot remain permanently in 
isolation. She needs money badly, and 
since she cannot raise a dollar in the 
United States, she must apply ultimately 
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‘sanctionist Powers.. Signor Grandi, the 
Italian Ambassador in London, has been 
having interviews with the Foreign Secre- 
tary. Naturally, no official statement 
has been made on the subject, but there 
is a general feeling that Italy is trying to 
“ make it up ” with Great Britain, now 
that she has obtained al] that she wanted 
in Abyssinia. Politics are’ a cynical 
business, in which the enemy of to-day 
often becomes the bosom friend of to- 
morrow, and vice versa; but surely even 
the most hardened politician would resent 
the re-admission of Italy into the company 
of civilised Powers unless, and until, she 
shall have made some kind of reparation 
for her offences against international 
society. Benito Mussolini has set the 
rule of law at naught. He has acted a 
pirate’s part in the comity of nations, and 
the conscience of the world would be 
outraged if he should be rewarded for a 
crime that shattered the last hopes of a 
lasting peace. 
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A Wicked Strike 


At noon yesterday, in the face of 
thousands of holiday-makers, Dublin 
omnibus men declared a lightning strike. 
As usual, the strike proposal came from 
a small group, which managed in time 
to influence the main body of workers. 
The strike seems to have originated in 
the Ringsend dépét of the Tramways 
Company, where certain men objected to 
their duty schedules for the bank holiday ; 
and it spread to the halts at D’Olier 
street and the quays with sufficient 
rapidity to paralyse holiday traffic. Last 
week the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, by an Order, fixed the bank 
holiday working period for omnibus men 
at 6, hours continuous duty, and the men 
apparently were satisfied with the regula- 
tion. On arrival at the Ringsend dépét, 
however, they allege that they discovered 
that the 64 hours would be spread over 
the whole day; and, in these circum- 
stances, that the duty schedule for the 
majority would be about eight hours, 
while other men would be compelled to 
work for something over thirteen hours. 
In reply to the men’s protests the com- 
pany argued that by no other means 
could the holiday services be maintained ; 
but to the originator of the complaint 
it offered certain concessions. He 
refused the offer, on the grounds that it 
had not been made to his colleagues 
—and the strike was launched. Quickly 
the omnibus men already on duty 
were told of the decision, and they began 
to turn away people who wished to travel 
into the country for the holiday. A con- 
siderable number of would-be excursionists 
gathered in D’Olier street and at the 
other termini; but only in a few instances 
omnibus drivers consented to make the 
outgoing journey, Subsequertly, how- 
ever, after they had dropped their 
passengers, they returned to the city 
with empty vehicles, which they drove 
straight to the company’s garages. Now 
the strikers decided to report their action 
to the unions ; and it is a fair commentary 
sorry business that 
the union officials were nowhere to be 
found. In complete ignorance of the 
men’s intentions, the majority of them 
had left the city for the holiday. 
In time, however, a few officials were 
found with the requisite measure of 
authority, and throughout the afternoon 
strikers and officials were engaged in a 
wordy, and sometimes disorderly, wrangle. 
Eventually, at about 8.30 p.m., drivers 
and conductors on night duty drifted back 
to work, and a skeleton service was put 
into operation. Here is the fantastic 
‘situation: Mr. Lemass, having granted 
the Tramways Company a monopoly, in 
the interests of the public drafts a regula- 
tion for holiday duty schedules.

expressed in it. The revival of the Gaelic 
language has great value as a means for 
the revival of the Gaelic part of Irish 
culture; but Mr. Murphy’s plea for Gaelic 
is put forward on unduly narrow grounds. 
Ireland, he said, does not enjoy the great 
literary heritage of other European 
countries, and the very vehicle of literary 
expression has almost vanished. [For 
generations past her education has been in 
terms of foreign culture, and now a situa- 
tion has been reached where, ‘‘ with the 
exception of a small minority of the 
population, the alien culture and standard 
of civilisation are accepted by all.” Such 
a point of view seeffis, as Dr Howley 
suggests, to be the expression in an acute 
form of “inferiority complex.’’ Is it 
maintained seriously that Ireland still is 
under the intellectual dominance of 
England beeause her writers find it more 
natural not to use the Gaelic language? 
Synge, Mr. James Stephens, Mr. W. B. 
Yeats and Mr. Sean O’Casey may be 
expressing an “ alien culture and standard 
of civilisation ” in their writings, but in 
London there seems to be no tendency to 
accept them as distinctively British. The 
cause of the language movement does not 
prosper through its being brought so closely 
into contact with ancient grievances and 
modern politics. It is a poor compliment 
to a self-governing State to assert that it 
still is in a condition of mental slavery ; 
and it is quite incorrect to assume that 
everybody who speaks or writes in English 
is “ non-national.” Gaelic language and 
culture are Irish, but it does not follow 
that everything else is non-Irish. 


A Spoiled Holiday 


Yesterday would have been a ateorsble 
Bank Holiday in Dublin even if the 
‘buses had not administered the coup de’ 
grace. Up to the moment the summer has 
not been ideal, but it has been behaving 
itself fairly well on the whole, and the 
sunny days have come often enough to stop 
the grumblers. Why, then, should it 
choose this particular day to show itself in 
its unkindest mood? Why, having tanta- 
lised workers in the offices and factories 
with a promise of blue skies and green 
fields, shoyld it wait until they were free 
at last to enjoy them, and then send heavy 
rain and a biting wind? ‘The answer, of 
course, is that one never should trust the 
weather, and that the affair is a matter of 
luck, against which it is useless to com- 
plain. Nevertheless, a wet Bank Holiday 
means so much that one is inclined to 
wonder whether the whole system of public 
holidays is wrong. Even at the best, the 
Bank Holiday is an odd kind of institu- 
tion, especially in Great Britain. For 
nearly all the year the sea and the 
countryside are beyond the reach of the 
city worker, except during his regular 
holidays. Twice in every summer he is 
released to explore them—but in company 
with everybody else, so that the roads and 
trains are crowded, the restaurants over- 
full, and all the day passed in an atmo- 
sphere of congestion and discomfort. When 
it rains the Bank Holiday is a dismal 
failure for the city worker, and almost a 
disaster for the people who have planned 
for his entertainment on so large a scale. 
They can only look forward to the next 
Bank Holiday, and hope that chance will 
be a little kinder when it comes. If some 
arrangement could be made by which 
people took their free days at different 
times of the summer, instead of en masse, 
the penalties of a rainy day would not be 
quite so severe on all concerned.

The new Government will probably not 
come before the Chamber until next Fri- 
dav. Although it will be composed 
mainly of Socialists, it disclaims, through 
the mouth of its leader, being a Socialist 
Government. M, Blum claims that his 
Cabinet is purely Popular Front—that is, 
a combination of the Left parties with a 
common programme. It will be the first 
time that a Socialist Government has 
assumed office in the Republic, and the 
first time that a Government has been 
supported by the Communists.

He was 
undoubtedly one of the hardest workers 
in the Cabinet, and his devotion to duty 
was admittedly responsible for his recent 
breakdown in health, He had made a 
good recovery, however, and it was hoped

Mr. Connolly held his office as a member

Evidence was heard in public at eight 
sittings of the Tribunal, and the report 
was presented to the Home Secretary last 
Wednesday. As Parliament is in recess, 
copies of the document will be sent to all 
members of Parliament, who will receive 
them to-morrow morning.

British people in the Holy Land have 
had no Whitsun holiday this year. British 
police, troops, Government officials and 
even business men, have been kept fully 
occupied in many different ways as a 
result of Palestine's country-wide disturb- 
ances. A number of business men have 
been serving as special constables. 

Incidents last night and early to-day had 
been largely of a “ minor ” character— 
such as the cutting of telephone wires, the 
explosion of a bomb on the main railway 
to Egypt, near Gaza, and bombing and 
sniping in various parts of the country. 
In the evening, however, another Jew, a 
student of the Bas University, was shot 
dead while travelling in a 'bus outside 
Jerusalem, 

Ten minutes later another Jewish "bus 
was fired upon on the outskirts of the 
town, and two people, a reserve Jewish 
chauffeur and a passenger, were both hit 
in ike legs. 

The explosion on the railway at Gaza 
damaged one rail, but this was quickly 
repaired before the next train passed. 
Bombs exploded in Tiberias and the 
Jewish quarter of Haifa during the night, 
but the damage was slight. 

Owing to the strike of municipal 
employés at Acre the authorities have had 
to arrange for the carrying out of essential 
services, such as scavenging. So far the 
municipal workers of Haifa have not joined 
in the strike. :

times, and who called on Ireland to com- 
bine all her wrongs and seek redress as 
a united nation ;” while of Wolfe Tone 
we are told that he “‘ was indeed a son of 
the French Revolution as much as any 
Danton, and his optimistic, gay, and 
gallant character had all the makings of 
a great soldier. The young Napoleon 
would have called him ‘ one of Plutarch’s 
men.’ He was not a Communist any 
more than the French revolutionaries, 
who had no objection to the rights of 
property as long as it was not feudal, but 

e relied upon the poor, who were to him 
the Irish nation, to save Ireland,” 

The only serious fault. to be found with 
an otherwise admirable book is that it is 
not. particularly well proportioned. Out 
of a total of three hundred and eighty- 
nine pages one hundred and forty-six are 
devoted to the early and medieval periods, 
To the period extending from the end of 
the fifteenth century to the beginning of 
the eighteenth century are assigned one 
hundred and __ forty-two pages. The 
eighteenth century gets only sixty-two 
pages; while onl irty-six pages are 
devoted to the events which took place 
between the Union and the Treaty of 1921. 
Another criticism that we have to offer 
is, that as this work is evidently intended 
not only for the general reader, but for 
the student and teacher, a more complete 
and helpful bibliography should have been 
added. The brief list. of references pro- 
vided is not only inadequate, but gives 
the impression of having been hastily com- 
piled. Some authors’ names 'are given 
without a precise description of their 
works, and the name of one of them, that 
of Miss Ada Longfield, is spelled incor- 
rectly. i 

The publishers are to be heartily -con- 
gratulated upon their work. The maps, 

per and print are all excellent, while 
the tasteful binding and gaily-coloured 
jacket are a pleasing tribute to a very 


able, dignified and attractive book.

In the course of time the national prestige 
of a powerful and conquering nation became 
ever more deeply impressed, Its art, 
literature, . political and civil institutions 
came to be regarded as models to “which 
they should conform. With the exception of 
‘a small minority of the population, the alien 
culture and siandard of civilisation were 
accepted all.. Of the two influences 
which could counteract the disentegratin 
forces of foreign culture—language an 
religion—teligion alone remained active 
and effective against the agnostic and 
utilitarian philosophies of the foreigner, 
With the awakening of the national 
-consciousness and the will to achieve their 
national independence came a revival of 
interest in Irish art and literature and a 
desire to regain contact with their cultaral 

ast. For years past, he said, the Irish 
Bhean had been one of the most potent 
factors in helpmg the spreading and revival 
of the Irish language. 

Dealing with Anglo-Irish literature, Mr. 
Marphy said that its success depended on 
the enterprise of [Irish publishers, the 
sympathy of Trish readers, and the co-opera- 
tion of Irish public libraries. In the course 
of the’ last few years Irish publishers had 
made considerable additions to their lists of 
new works by Irish writers, and had done 
very admirable work in the cause of national 
culture. He thought, however, that the 
policy. of Irish . publishing firms, in their 
attitude towards Irish writers, was too con- 
servative, an] not venturesome enough. He 
urged a more intensive campaign of publicity 
for works of Irish writers, with a view to 
increasing circulation. fish libraries could 
forward the cause of Irish culture by the 
organisation of lectures, and so stimulate the 
interest of readers. The increasing interest 
of the Irish public iu art, literature, history, 
and music augured well for the future. 


A EUROPEAN 


Dr. Howley, President of the Association, 
who presided, proposing a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Murphy, said that he himself was born 


in The Pale, and was English according 


to the views of the Fíor Gael, 
but he claimed to be a LKuropean.

HIGH COST OF RAW 


MATERIALS 
————— 


There would be little value to the State in 
establishing new industries on an uneconomic 
basis at the expense of existing industries 
run on sound economic lines, said Mr. John 
McGivern, Chairman of the Sugar Confec- 
tionery and Allied Trades’ Association at a 
meeting of that body held in the offices, 15-16 
Dame street, Dublin. 

Mr. McGivern said that in the difficult 
times through which the industry was passing 
they welcomed the reduction Mm the sugar 
duty. Since the farthing in the pound had 
been imposed some time ago they had 
been struggling to carry the burden, as 
they had oan unable to pass it on to the 
consumer. The chocolate and confectionery 
industry during the last generation had been 
one of the most important in Great Britain 
and Ireland. It gave an immense amount of 
employment directly and indirectly, and a 
large amount of capital had been invested 
in it. The rise of the industry had been 
due entirely to a continuity of favourable 
prices for raw materials. The high price of 
raw materials in the Free State, together 
with restrictions and regulations, was making 
difficult the production of goods to suit the 
limited purchasing power of the public. 

Mr. McGivern submitted figures to show 
the relative position of Great Britain and the 
Free State in respect of raw materials, as 
follows :—

-&: difference would be Geeicettntad sia 
more if they bore in mind that the English 
prices were arrived at after a substantial 
duty to the British revenue had been paid 
gay eo the Free State contributed little). 
n addition to the high cost of material, they 
had difficulty in buying ahead. when markets 
were favourable owing to the possibility of 
duties ore. imposed or the im of cer- 
tain commodities being prohibited. 

“We have to import certain commodities 
under licence, and you all know the tedious 
delay associated with obtaining such licence,” 
said the speaker. 

They were extremely anxious as to the out- 
come of the Government's experiment in 
making . glucose a “ reserved commodity.” 
Glucose entered largely into their raw 
material, and if there was any serious hold- 
up of supplies by the introduction of a quota 
or licence system it would be disastrous. 

They were anxious to adjust their industries 
to assist the Government policy of industrial 
development, but he thought that the Depart- 
ment should keep more in touch with their 
industry, and see how far the repercussion 
of duties affected them. 

It was well known that they had reached 
the point of saturation in production, and if 
any further sniping went on by increased 
cost of raw material or interference with 
na prices would have to be consider- 
bly increased, and the market on that 
account restricted, which would react. in- 
juriously on the manufacturer and the worker. 

He thought it time to issue this note of 
warning, as he felt sure that all in the 
industry were agreed that we were rapidly 
approaching the danger line when the future 
of the industry on the progressive lines it 
had hitherto worked was seriously menaced.
